‘PUROHASE OF DIAMOND DUST THAT 
‘MAY POINT TO ROBBERS. 


General Manager Wygant of the United 


States Express Company Informed by a 
Jeweler of a Mysterious Customer-At 


Kendallville Developments Are Few 


Facts Foand, However, That Indicate 
That There Were But Three Bandits 
Chase of Alleged Robbers. 

Something like a clew to the robbers who 
blew upand robbed the express car at Kessler, 
Ind., Monday morning has been placed in the 
hands of General Manager Wygant of the 
United States Express company. A suspicious 
character visited the store of Stein & Ellbogen 
in the Columbus Memorial Building a month 
ago to purchase diamond dust. Mr. Ellbogen, 
who waited on him, remembered the circum- 
stance, and yesterday submitted the matter to 
Mr. Wygant. The men were closeted for 
some time,and Mr. Wygant made copious 
notes on the conversation. When Mr. El- 
bogen left the office of the General Manager 
he refused to talk on the nature of his visit. 

“ thought I might be of some service to 
Mr. Wygant and consulted him.“ he said. “I 
do not think now that I was able to give him 
any information of consequence. I do not 
care to say any more.’ 

Mr. Wygant wasless reserved. He frankly 
told the substance of what had passed between 
him and Mr. Ellbogen. 

„A man called at the store of Mr. Ellbo- 
gen to buy some diamond dust about a month 
ago, he said. This stuff is not used by 
everybody, and as the man’s story could not 
be verified it was thought the circumstance 
had some connection with the robbery. Ican- 
not eay now that it has any bearing on the case. 
The man is described as being of strong build, 
five feet six inches in height, broad shoul- 
dered, and with a sandy mustache and chin 
whisker slightly streaked with gray. He 
wore dark clothing and looked like a working- 
man, He said he wanted the diamond dust 
for the Diebold Safe company. Mr. Ellbo- 
gen visited that firm yesterday and they said 
they had sent no one for diamond dust and 
had no such person in their employ. This is 
what gives the circumstances a suspicious 
look. The men. however, who committed the 
robbery are described as being gi alte than 
this man. 

Probably a Confederate. 

„He may have been only a confederate. 
Another thing that leads me to think that this 
man had no connection with the robbery is 


the fact that the safe was not bored into. If 


diamond dust was used it was to strengthen 
the drills for boring into the steal safes,"’ . 

Mr. Wygant stated that the exact amount 
stolen from the safe could not be given yet, 
but it would not greatly exceed $10,000. 

„There were many papers taken which will 
not be available to the robbers,” he said. 
„The total loss to us will not be over the sum 
stated.”’ 

Col. John Byrne, chief of the United States 
Express company’s detectives, reached the 
scene of the robbery yesterday and is looking 
over the ground. 

Chief Brennan said last night that the po- 
lice had made no discoveries concerning the 
robbery. Heis of the opinion that the job 
was the work of Western crooks. Inspector 
Shea discredits the story that Bill Dalton, the 
Kansas outlaw, had anything to do with it. 
He thinks with the Chief, however, that the 
robbery was the work of Westerners.

Early 
this morning Col. Byrnes, Superintendent of 
the Lake Shore detectives, and E. W. Mitchell, 
the United States Express Superintendent, 
held à consultation with a number of other 
detectives at a hotel. No definite plan of 
pursuit was decided upon, for they did not 
know in which direction to go, but a system- 
atic placing of the men in various parts of the 
country was made. Today every crossroad 
and little county hamlet has an officer guard- 
ing it, and all suspicious persons are watched 
or arrested at once. 


Searching the Swamps. 


Other detectives have been sent to visit the 
swamps and search the surrounding country. 
It is hoped by doing this that at least a clew 
can be found upon which to work. This 
morning a party of officers and officials start. 
ed for the black swamps, which are about 
twelve miles east of here.

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‘CONGRESSMEN MAY TAKE ACTION, 


Bill May Be Passed Making Train Robber- 
ies and Wreckings Federal Offenses. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special. ]}— 
Congressional attention has been directed by 
the Lake Shore railway robbery to legislation 
making train wrecking a Federal offense. 
Last year the managers of the Southwestern 
and Pacific railroads, where the train robber- 
ies have been most frequent, sought to secure 
legislation. Their efforts met with little 
response, mainly because of  indiffer- 
ence, or because of the active op- 
position of Bourbons, who claim 
that it would be an invasion of State rights 
for the Federal Government to take cogni- 
zance of such offenses. They did not deny 
the power of the General Government so far 
as it applied to inter-State railroads or to 
roads carrying United States. mails, and this 
practically covers all classes of roads. Last 
July at the convention of representatives of 
the express companies a special committee 
was appointed to urge upon Congress the im- 
portance of legislation. A bill which has 
been prepared covers all phases of train 
wrecking. and train robbery. It fixes severe 
penalties—life imprisonment for holding 
up a train or attempting to do so, and 
death for the offense when 
panied by the loss of life. The express 
companies were acting, independently of the 
railroads, but naturally the railroad managers 
are ready and anxious to coéperate with them 
in securing legislation. It happened that the 
committee from the express companiés came 
to Washington two or three days before the 
Lake Shore robbery and the attention of Con- 
gressmen was being directed to the subject at 
the very time of its occurrence. Now the 
matter will be pressed and probably hearings 
will be asked before the proper committees 
without waiting for the regular session of 


Congress.

Eastern Men Reiterate Their Threat to 
Start Their Own Distilleries.

The inbound Wa- 
bash train arrived in five divisions and the 
Erie No. 2, due at 7:45 p. m., required to be 
mude up in four trains. Five extra locomo- 
tives were required to do the shunting of 
trains in and out of the depot and three more 
extra engines were used for a like purpose in 
the yard. 

Train Dispatcher M. C. Ward said he had 
never seen such a rush of business. 

As many as thirty or thirty-five picnic trains 
are handled in a day in the picnic season by 
the Grand Centyal Depot, but Station Master 
C. Z. Magnan Said such business bore no 
comparison to what a was done yesterday. He 
said : 

We have handled more passengers today than 
in any other day within the recollection of any of 
us here. It was a lively time for all hands. The 
Baltimore and Ohio No. 5 came in with five en- 
gines before we had the last of it. No. 7, the 
New York train which makes connection with 
Pittsburg, was in three sections. All the regular 
trains had four and five extra cars.

In a letter to a New York paper Mr. Thomas 
P. Hughes of England says 1t is estimated that 
the silver, coined and uncoined, hoarded in 
the native States of India cannot be less 
than a thousand million pounds sterling in 
value (nearly five billion dollars). He says 
that although this estimate has been declared 
an overstatement itis probably within the 
mark, as the nearly 800 millions of people in 
India still retain the customs of their fore- 
fathers in keeping their wealth hoarded in 
silver bangles, silver ornaments, silver maces, 
and silver dishes. Every little child belong- 
ing to a respectable family in India carries on 
its person in armlets, anklets, and necklaces a 
very large amount of silver. It is this way in 
which almost every servant hoards his wealth. 
The native banker is regarded solely as a 
usurer or a pawnbroker, and not as the officer 
of an institution to whom money may be in- 
trusted for safekeeping. If the estimate 
above quoted be approximately correct it is 
not outside the limits of possibility that the 
markets of the world will be flooded with In- 
dian silver when the people of that country 
realize the fact that silver has greatly de- 
clined in value and the probability that it will 
decline still further. The general tendency 
of human nature is to hoard the best available 
material, that which has the least probability 
of becoming less valuable while hoarded. Yet 
this throwing of silver on the market may be 
long deferred, as, in the language of Mr. 
Hughes, the native of India travels in the 
slow bullock cart rather than in the express 
train.“ f 5

EMIGRATION TO EUROPE FROM THIS 
| COUNTRY. 

A dispatch from New York states upon the 
authority of the Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion that for the first time in the history of 
this country the emigration from that port is 
exceeding the immigration. The lines run- 
ning directly to continental ports report a 
large increase—the Mediterranean service, 
carrying back Italians, Greeks, Huns, 
Belgians, etc., 100 per cent; the Bremen serv- 
ice, for Poles, Germans, and Bohemians, 20 
per cent. As an illustration the Werra, which 
brought over 220 steerage passengers from 
Germany on its last trip, took back 950, and 
could have taken 500 more if it had had room 
for them. Since the panic conditions set in 
it is estimated that 20,000 Europeans have 
gone back, beinga portion of the oversupply 
of European labor. 

Since resumption in 1878 there has 
been an ever-increasing flood of this labor 
pouring into our mines, towns, and cities. 
Some years three-fourths of a million of the 
population of Eastern and Southern Europe 
have ewarmed here. They represent nation- 
alities we have never had to do with before— 
Southern Italians, Sicilians, Greeks, Bulgari- 
ans, Roumanians, Turks, Russians, Huns, 
Poles, Bohemians, and Oriental Jews 
without trades. They are as a rule im- 
pecunious and utterly ignorant of the char- 
acter of the institutions and of the history 
of this country. Their only idea of the 
United States is that it is a country where 


will allow them to do as they please. Their 
idea of the American people is that they do 
not amount to anything, especially in cities 
and manufacturing centers. They have no 
more conception of the institutions of this 
country than the Chinese, They have over- 
flowed the labor market, Inthe good times 
of the last fifteen years these millions of 
aliens have poured in upon this country and 
found plenty of employment at high wages.

THE TOBACCO TAX. 

Mr. David A. Wells“ suggestion that the tax 
on tobacco be raised from 6 to about 10 
cents a pound, thus securing twenty-eight 
millions more revenue, does not meet with 
the approval of Southern Democrats. A Wash- 
ington dispatch says: 

As to tobacco, that is something of special con- 
cern to Southern members, They abused the Mo- 
Kinley bill, but they accepted all the reductions 
it made in the way of licenses and special fees, 
as well as in the tax itself. Now the Southerners 
admit that it be an unpopular thing for 
them if they have to vote for the reimposition of 
an increase of internal revenue duties on tobacco. 


Yet the tax is very low compared with what 
it has been. The highest point reached was 
in 1865, when plug and fine cut paid 45 cents 
a pound and smoking tobacco 85 cents. Since 
then reduction has followed reduction, and the 
Southern Democrats have never objected, 
even when the large revenue lost by the lower- 
ing of the tax had to be made good in some 
other way—sometimes by increasing the duties 
on competitive imports, Even when the tax 
was at its highest point there were few frauds 
perpetrated. The foreign element, coming 
from countries where tobacco was taxed 
twice or thrice what it was here, did not find 
fault with the lower taxes of the United 
States. As the burden of taxation is mainly 
borne by the consumer and the tribute paid to 
the government does not materially lessen the 
consumption there is no cause for the pro- 
ducer to grumble, Nevertheless the Southern 
Democrats would rather have an income tax 
levied on the North, with those inquisitorial 
features which the Jeffersonian Democrats 
used to denounce so bitterly, than have any 
tax levied on the tobacco leaf because grown 
in Virginia, Kentucky, and Missouri. For 
while they know a tobacco tax would not hurt 
their section they are convinced that an in- 
come tax would bear injuriously on the North. 
Hence they are for it. They are not yet recon- 
ciled to the results of the war. 


THE LAKE SEAMEN’S LONG STRIKE. 

During the present dull navigation season 
the Seamen’s Union has been standing out 
stiffly for the old high wages of $2 a day and 
board. As vessel-owners have had little diffi- 
culty in getting all the men they want at a 
dollar and a half a day or less, they have been 
paying the lower rate. Their men have often 
been attacked and driven off by the union- 
ists, but they have refused to come to terms 
with the latter and give them work at the 
higher figure, At last the Seamen’s Union 
has given up the fight and has notified its 
members that they can ship on any vessel for 
whatever wages they can get. 

Owing to the bad state of the ore tra de and

It ought to have become plain to the 
“walking delegates” of the Seamen’s Union 
early in the season that it would be useless to 
try to keep up by strikes, intimidation, or 
bulldozing the old rates on a fallmg market. 
But the walking delegates did not see it or at 
least admit it, and, as a consequence, many 
„union sailors have not done a stroke of 
work this season who might have been stead- 
ily employed at lower wages. The labor 
people are quick to see when business is brisk 
and to utilize the opportunity to demand and 
strike for higher wages. It isa little curious 
that they cannot see when business is bad and 
employment scarce and understand that 
under such circumstances it is impossible for 
the employer to keep on paying the old high 
wages and accept the best wages the market 
will afford. As a penalty for shutting their 
eyes to the changed conditions they have lost 
half a million of earnings they micht have 
got on the lakes by this time. 


LOW RATES ARE WINNERS. 

The railroad companies who do not believe 
in low rates and the concessionnaires whose 
motto is High prices and poor service 
can learn something from the experience of 
the wheel chair management. When the prices 
for chairs were 75 cents an hour with and 40 
cents an hour without an attendant they were 
none too well patronized. Aug. 22 the rates 
were reduced to 50 and 25 cents an hour, 
since which time the business has increased 
threefold. Manager Adams said yesterday: 
„We have recently hired 800 new men and 
would hire 500 more if we could get them. 
The afternoon reports received at 2 o'clock 
show that of 753 men that we sent out with 
chairs in the morning all except one man 
were engaged in wheeling some one at the 
hour when the report came in. We would 
have 1,500 men at work if we could get them.” 
The illustration furnished by the wheel chair 
service at the Fair should be an important 
object lesson for Western roads particularly.

Equivalent to State of Siege.

The effect of the ministe- 
rial decree is identical with the declaration of 
a minor state of siege. The suspension of the

RESTRICTIONS ON RUSSIAN JEWS. 


Law Prescribing Limits for Their Resi- 
dence in Siberia to Be Enforced, 


New York, Sept. 13,—-Adyices received here 
from a reliable source in Eastern Siberia are 
to the effect that the Governors of the cities 
and chief towns of that portion of the Russian 
empire have received peremptory instructions 
from the Minister of the Interior ordering 
them to enforce the law which prescribes cer- 
tain limits for the residence of the Jews: in 
Siberia, but which has been only enforced 
in rare instances. 

At Tomsk, Chilah, Irkutz, Blagowestcheusk, 
Nikolaijsk, Habaroffka, and Vladivostock the 
Jews have been notified of these instructians 
and given to the first of October, Russian 
style, or the 18th according to our calendar, 
to give up their pursuits and retire iato the 
prescribed limita. 

It has long been the custom that no Jew 
shall reside or show himself within 100 versts 
of the Siberian gold mines: Nevertheless, 
many of them have obtained interests 
through Christian agents in these. undertak- 
ings and made large profits, and, moreover, 
as most of the lavkas, or small liquor stores, 
in the Siberian towns are in the hands of the 
Israelites a considerable quantity of gold sur- 
reptitiously conveyed from the mines finds its 
way through the miners into their hands. In 


Siberia it is estimated that there aré in all be- 


tween 20,000 and 22,000 Jews.

The Lord Mayor, responding, said the honor 
would be his to represent to the people of Chi- 
cago the sentiment and sympathies of the peo- 
ple of Dublin. To endeavor to stand well 
with other nations was a purpose worthy of 
every patriotic and practical Irishman. The 
object of the invitation to visit the Fair, he 
continued, was to show a mark of respect to 
a people that had done so much toward builda- 
ing up the American Nation and that had 
taken a prominent part in every American 
enterprise. Taking the good wishes of the

Silver and National Banks Harped On by 
the White Metal Cranks, 


Wasmineror, D. O., Sept. 18.—In the ab- 
sence of the Vice-President the Senate was 
presided over today by Mr. Harris (Dem., 
Tenh.). A bill for a bimetallic money sys- 
tem was introduced by Mr. Peffer (Pop., 
Kas.) by request, and was referred to the Fi- 
nance committee, It provides that all paper 
money of prior issue hereafter paid out 4 
States Treasury shall be stampe 
** redeemable in equal sums of gold and sil- 
ver or in United States Treasury notes thus 
redeemable,”’

It was highly “important, he argued, 
that those who sat in judgment on that great 
question should be free from any bias what- 
ever. If they were large stockholders in the 
corporations which were adversaries of 
silver the people out to know that fact. 

Mr. Stewart was followed by Messrs. Alli- 
son and Allen (Neb.) in . rt of the reso- 
lution, and the latter was still speaking when, 
at 2 p. m., the repeal bill was laid before the 
Senate. Unanimous consent was asked by 
Mr. Stewart to let the resolution remain on 
the table till tomorrow, se that Mr. Allen 
might finish his speech. Objection, however, 
was made by Mr. McPherson (Dem., N. J.) 
and the resolution went to the calendar. 


Voorhees Wants the Debate Closed, 


Mr. Voorhees (Dem., Ind.) proposed to 
have a day fixed to close debate. He said 
the repeal bill had been discussed in 
the House of Representatives seventeen days, 
and had now been | in the 
Senate twelve days. The House is 
composed of 325 Representatives, the Senate 
of only eighty-eight. He did not think the 
most sensitive gentleman in opposition to the 
repeal bill could pretend there had been any 
want of liberality in the matter. There had 
been every disposition to allow the fullest 
sible debate, and that disposition still re- 
mained, He recognized the fact that there 
wasa good deal of discussion yet to take 
place, not only legitimate but useful discus- 
sion. But he would like, if he could, to get 
an expression from those in authority to 
make it at some time when a vote might 
be expected. He would, by way of sugges- 
tion, indicate—subject, of course, to 
any proposition that might come from 
the other side—that the vote be 
taken or the general debate 
ten days or indeed a week from today. 
He would like to have an agreed day on which 
general debate would close, and then have 
the Senate proceed fur two or three days in 
discussing amendments, and then take the 
vote. He made the suggestion, in order to 
elicit an ex sion of views from the other 
side, that the general debate should close 
within a week from today, with the under- 
standing that amendments might be then dis- 
cussed until the following N. under 
rule 8, and that then votes should taken 
on the substitute, on all pending amendments, 
and on the bill. ; 


Displeasing to Dubois. 


Mr. Dubois (Rep., Idaho) disputed the 
statement that the House had discussed the 
measure satisfactorily in seventeen days. 
‘There were various amendments which might 
have keen offered and debated to the enlight- 
enment of the House and of the country. 
There seemed to be an immense amount of 
undue anxiety on the part of some Senators 
absolutely to destroy silver by stopping its 

urchase and coinage and doing it quickly. 

rom the distinguished Senator from Ohio 
(Mr. Sherman) down through the line every 
one who had spoken on the bill had said that 
the Sherman act was not responsible for 
the financial distress. But the bank- 
ers who met in Washington yesterday 
had with effrontery declared in their resolu- 
tions that the Sherman act was responsible. 
The business of the country, Mr. Dubois con- 
tinued, was already reviving, and why were 
not Senators willing to risk the effect of a 
little time to be spent in discussion? 

Mr. Voorhees denied that there was any un- 
due haste. He was a better friend of aver. 
he said, than any man who favored this mis- 
erable act. When this bill was .repealed he 
expected to assist in bringing about a proper 
coinage, 

Mr. Dubois asked Mr. Voorhees if it would 
not be necessary to supplement the repeal.of 
this act by some legislation favorable to sail- 
ver. 

Voorhees Gives a Promise. 

“ Yes, sir,“ said Mr. Voorhees. And I 

am ready to help engage init. Financial

DOCTRINE OF HUMAN BROTHERHOOD. 


Dr. K. Kohler Says Truth, Love, and Jus- 
tice Should Be Man's Goal. 

At the opening of the afternzo0n session the 
Rev. Dr. Roberts, late President of Lake 
Forest University, was presented as Chair- 
man. He said in accepting the chair that he 
was the more glad to welcome the foreign del- 
egates because of the cordial way in which he 
has been received during his recent visit to 
foreign shores, 

The big hull was oppressively hot, and the 
Rt.-Rev. Ruichi Shibata of Japan, the Arch- 
bishop of the Shinto church, set an example 
which almost everybody followed when he 
drew a paper fan from the folds of his silken 
gown and n to fan himself violently. 

The Rey. Dr. K. Kohler of New York sent 
an interesting essay on Human Brotherhood 
as Taught by the Religions Based on the 
Bible.“ A synopsis of Dr. Kohler’s paper 
follows: 

To Chicago bel the credit of having ren- 
dered its World’s air a world’s university of 
arts and industries. Humanity, in its mani- 
festations of life and labor, in all its aspirations. 
is there exhibited finds a voice, And the 
grandest feature of the unique spectacle is the 
religious parliament, which, in trumpet tones, 
resonant with joy and hope, peals forth the great 
truth of the brotherhood of man, based upon the 


fatherhoed of God. 

We cannot help discerning beneath all differ- 
ences of color custom the fellow-man. the 
brother. Let us not forget that prejudice is older 
than man. We have it as an inheritance from 
the brute. They have faith only in their own 
kin or race. did men of different blood or 
skin in primitive ages face one another only for 
attack. Constant warfare bars all intercourse 
with men outside of the clan. 

It is unwise on the part of the theologian to 
underrate the influence of commerce upon both

culture and religion. Religion is, at the outset, 
always exclusiveund isolated. Commerce unites 
and broadens humanity. In widening the basis 
of our social structure and establishing unity of 
mankind, trade has as large a share as religion. 
The Hebrews ‘were a race of shepards who were 
transformed into farmers on the fertile soil of 
Canaan. 

It was the Bible offered first by Jew, then by 
Christian. and in somewhat modified tones by 
Moslem that gave man with the benign ruler of 
the ages also > noenennts scope and plan—a com- 
mon prospect and hope. It was the Bible which, 
holding upto mankind as the patron for a 
great worker for truth and justice, furnished life 
with a living ideal, with a pro Ming power, a 
forward moving force, rende man a toiler 
after the likeness of God for living aims and last- 
ing pu The biblical idea of God's father- 
h renders the yery inequalities of men the 
basis of a higher justice. ‘here is no partiality 
with God. e weaker memberin the human 
household, therefore, must be treated with 
greater compas ion and love, and every inequality 
readjusted as far as our powers reach. 

Too long, inded, have Chinese walls, reared by 
nations and sects, kept man from his brother 
to rend humanity asunder. Will the principle of 
toleration suffice, or shall ing’s parable of 
the three rings plead for equality of church, 
mosque,and synagogue? What,then, about the rest 
of the creeds, the t Parliament of Religions? 
And what a poor plea for the father, if from love 
he cheats his children, to find at the end he has 
but cheated himself of their love! No. Either 
all the rings are genuine or have the magic power 
of love, or the father is himself a fraud. Truth 
and love, in order to enrich and uplift, must be 
Arm and immutable as God himself. If truth, 
love, and justice be the goal, they must be my 
fellow-man’s as well as mine. . 


Chinese Diplomat Speaks. 


The next essayist, the Hon. Pung Kwang 
Yu, First Secretary of the Chinese Legation 
at Washington, was greeted with the most en- 
thusiastic applause of the day. The konora- 
ble secretary is a mandarin of the red button 
and his silken robes, while not gorgeous in 
coloring, were of the richest and most splendid 
materials. While not able to understand En- 
glish the sound of the clapping hands was not 
to be misunderstood. ng Kwang, with- 
out relaxing a feature of his solemn counte- 
nance, bowed again and again about the hall. 
William Pipe, secretary to Dr. Barrows, read 
the essay of the Chinese diplomat. It treated 
of Confucianism and set forth in detail 
the Confucian idea of human cofiduct and 
overruling providence, An abstract of the 
essay follows: 


„Man,“ says Confucius in the Book of Rites 
“is the product of heaven and earth, the union of 
the active and passive principles, the conjuga- 
tion of the soul and spir t. and the etherial es- 
sence of the five elements. Man, being the con- 
nec link between unity and dualism, is there- 
fore called the heart of heaven and earth. Hu- 
manity is his natural faculty and love his con- 
trolling emotion. Humanity must have the social 
relations for its sphere of action. Filial duty 
lies at the foundation of humanity. The sense of 
propriety serves to regulate the emotions. The 
recognition of the relation of husband and wife is 
the first step in the cultivation and develop- 
ment of humanity. The mya that direct 
human 7 ress are sincerity and charity and the 

rinciples t carry it forward are devotion and 

onor. Do not unto others.“ says Confucius, 
‘* whatsoever ye would not that others should do 
unto you.“ Again he says: “A noble-minded 
man has four rules to ate his conduct; to 
serve one's elder brother in such a manner as is 
required of a younger brother; to set an exam- 
ple of dealing with one’s friends in such a man- 
ner as is ui of friends.” This succinct 
statement puts in a nutshell all the requirements 
of sincerity, charity, devoti and honor; in 
other words, of humanity itself. Therefore all 
natural virtues and established doctrines must 
have their origin in humanity. The rules of 
propriety are based on rectitude and should be 
carried out with understan s0 as to show 
their truth, to the end that humanity may apnear 
in its full splendor. 

Reason,’ says Confucius in his notes to the 
„ Book of Changes,” consists in the proper union 
of the active and — 44 — of nature.

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Religious Instinet of Hindoos, 


The Rev. Frank Bristol read a paper on 
**Conceasions to the Religious Ideas of Na- 
tives, written by the Rev. T. E. Slater of 
Bangalore, India, a Christian missionary. A 


synopsis of the paper follows:

The problem of our time is to b a liy- 
ing Christianity interpreted in the 1 the in- 
structed modern conscientiousness into fruitful 
contact with the best vietions of non-Chris- 
tian man, for wherever missionaries a ey find 
that God has been before them } th o not bring 
Christ and 2 ‘ther for the first time, 
but they have an ally in the heart of every one; 
and their own faith is confirmed by percéiving 
tokens of God’s perpetual présence, by discover- 
ing that the scope of his purpose is ampler than 
they dream. And by thus realizing the noble 
idea of this Parliament of, Religions that a 
brotherly element of unity underlies all diversity 
of creed, by appealing to what is abidingly 
human in man’s needs and capacity; by vindi- 
cating the truths that our ¢o-religionists confess, 
and by imparting to them they want, 
we shall adopt the course of the first preachers 
of the gospel and bring soul into touch with soul. 


Character of Shintoism, 


The last speaker of the afternoon was the 
Rt.-Rev. Reuchi Shibata of Japan. Archbishop 
of the Shinto Church, His popes was read 
by Dr. Barrows, the Archbishop in his 
Oriental robes meanwhile standing at one 
side of the platform and bowing to the people 
as they applauded his sentiments. At the 
conclusion of the address the Archbishop cre- 
ated a sensation by embi n 
ladies who were sitting n the platform be- 
hind him. Upon the right cheek of each he 
imprinted the chaste kiss of religious brother- 
hood. A synopsis of his paper follows: 

I feel happy to be able to attend this Congress 
of Religions and to hear the high reasonings and 
pos opinions of the gentlemen who come 

m various countries of the world. As for me, 
it will be my proper task to explain the charac- 
ter of Shintoism, and especi of my Jikko 


sect. 

The word Shinto or Kami-no-michi comes from 
the two words Shin! or Kami,” each of which 
means Deity, and to or michi (way), and 
designates the way trangmitted to us from our 
divine ancestors, and in which every Japanese is 
bound to walk. Having its foundation in our 
old history, conforming to our geographical posi- 
tions and the disposition of our people, this way, 
as old as Japan itself, came down to us with its 
original form, and will last forever inseparable 
from the eternal imperial house and the Japan- 
ese nationality. 

As our doctrines teach us, all animate and in- 
animate things were born from one heavenly 
deity, and every one of them has its particular 
mission; 80 we ought to love them ali and also to 
respect the various forms of religions in the 
world. They are all based, I believe, on the 
fundamental truth of religion; the difference be- 
tween them is o in the ontward form, influ- 
enced by variety of history, the disposition of the 
people, and the physical conditions of the places 
where they originated. As it is impracticable 
now to combine them into one religion the reli- 
gionists ought, at least, to conquer hostile feel- 
* to try to find out the common truth which 
is hidden in all forms of religious thought, and to 
unite their strength in searo for the common 
object of religions. Ilearnestly plead that every 
religionist of the world may try to edify the 
nearest people to devotion, to root out enmity 
— . nations, and to promote our common ob-

More people found the Art Institute a point 
of interest yesterday than could crowd into 
the Hall of Columbus, where the great Parlia- 
ment of Religions was in progress.

This meeting was ad- 
dressed by Protap Chunder Mazoomdar of 
the Brahmo-Somaj, by H. Dharmapala, and 
by the Rev. Dr. W. Derick, Missionary Secre- 
tary of the A. M. E. Church. They repeated 
substantially what they had just said at the 
greater meeting in the Hali of Columbus. 
The people crowded in until they filled every 
seat and packed the entrances, 

Three denominations presented their creeds 
in the course of the day—tfirst, the Disciples 
of Christ, then in the afternoon the New 
Jerusalem Church, and finally the tenets of 
the Jewish faith were expoun in the even- 
ing. Two religious congresses held morni 
and afternoon sessions, and two more hel 
evening sessions.
